In enacting this legislation, it is the intent of Congress 
to provide a eomprehensive and continuous program which will 
effectively aecomplish the national intelligence objectives of 
the United States. In order to achieve these objectives, At 
is necessary to establish a permanent, centralized, intelli- 
_ Bence agency so that all the foreign intelligence sources 
and facilities of the Government may be utilized to the fullest 
extent in the production of foreign ate) TIBeEOe: and so that 
their greatest potentialities may be realized most efficiently 
and economically, with a resultant elimination of unproductive 
duplication and unnecessary overlapping of functions.
